Achievements of Vimy Ridge were

Newspaper readers of two de- 
cades ago will remember “Ready Money Ladies,” “Pan- 
handle Pete” and “Let George Do It" from the 
McManus pencil. But “Bringing Up Father,” with its 
rolling pin and corned beef and cabbage humor, made 
a universal appeal. It is estimated that 100,000,000 
newspaper readers each day follow the doings of the 
Jiggs family. 


ARIOUS nations get various humor reactions. In 

South America and Japan the humor inheres tn 
the spectacle of a woman bossing a man. This appears 
extremely ludicrous to the Latins and to the men of 
the Yamato race.
